A N eclipſe of the Sun is nothing elſe, but the 
interpofition of the body of the Moon 
between the Sun and the Earth , or between the 
Sun and our ſight. 


How the Moon cometh to be eclipſed. 


T He Sun never goeth from under the ecliptick 

line, but the Moon hath five degrees of lati- 
tude on either ſide of the ecliptick : at ſuch full 
Moons then as the Moon ſhall belittle or nothing 
in latitude, and under the ecliptick line, oppoſite 
to the Sun diametrally, then ſhall ſhe be eclipſed, 
becauſe then there will be an interpoſition of the 
Earths dark & groſſe body between them, which 
will ſhadow the Suns light from the Moon, being 
of her ſelf but of a dusky ſhining, withour the 
Suns reflection on her.
